As  each  of  us  takes  one  step  at  a  time  through  life's  experiences  it  is  important  for  us  to  look  at  our  everyday 
relationships  and  our  everyday  behavior;  it  is  important  for  us  to  become  active  messengers  of  truth  and  beauty  so  that 
the  society  we  create  daily  is  one  of  truth,  beauty  and  caring.
